Ile died in an ambulance 
After the shooting Degraff started 
lo walk away with the revolver in 
his hand, lait .1 constable seized him. 
Degraff is a son of Charles Degraff. 
one of the wealthiest mine operators 
of tho Joplin district. With Hunt and 
Corder he was in a saloon Inst after­ 
noon when an argument arose as to 
who was the physical superior of the 
trio. 
II/* fought Corder and is said 
Ut have been i est od. 
Corder told Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Ray Bond, in aa antimortem 
statement, that this
